Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims are 1 , 1 1 and 1 9. 

Claims 1, 3 - 7, 11, 19, 20 are allowed based on the following: 

The prior art of record considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show 
or suggest an identification pattern generating unit, which generates identification 
patterns, including information concerning a storing place of the electronic file and 
information concerning a printing condition of the electronic file, based on the received 
printing request of the electronic file, the printing condition including at least one of a 
sheet size, a printing quantity, a black and white/color printing selection, a reduction 
ratio and a quantity of pages N, the quantity of pages N corresponding to the number of 
pages to be placed on a single page in N-up printing in addition to the other limitations 
in the specific manner as recited in claims 1,3-7, 11, 19, 20. 

Claims 3 - 7 are allowed due to allowed base claim 1 . 
So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have been 
considered persuasive, in light of the set of claims with limitations as well as the 
enabling portions of the specification. The dependent claims further limit the 
independent claims and are considered allowable on the same basis as the 
independent claims as well as for the further limitations set forth.
